tween tile United States aud Prance 
were brought to a suecessfiti does at the 
•tate department late yesterday after­ 
noon, when Ambassador Cam bon, in be­ 
half of France, aud Commissioner Kas­ 
son, iu behalf cif the United Staley af- 
fixed their signature* to tho reciprocity 
treaty. 
It b hy far the mort important 
treaty coned; r 0 under the reciprocity 
provisions

The negotiations 
were marked by rather sharp and long 
continued discussions, which continued 
up to the time the signatures were 
placed on the docum ent 
In the end a 
spirit a t compromise prevailed and each 
side yielded something. 
As a whole 
both sides express satisfaction with the 
general results secured, for while the 
ooiu j promise necessitated some minor 
sacrifices, the general effect of the treaty 
will encourage commerce bet ween the 
two countries. 
The concesMions granted by France 
embraced most of the articles in what is 
known as the French minimum tariff. 
This comprises 644 heads, the rates be­ 
ing on an average about 2U per cont be­ 
low those in the general tariff on France. 
It w a found necessary, however, owing 
to protests from French agrarian inter­ 
ests, to except from this minimum list 
about 14 articles, chiefly agricultural 
products 
Beside* the reductions given to this 
country the treaty Is important in con­ 
tinuing a it urn tier of rnimrnom rat*-*

I treaty had not been concluded.

R esults o f the International Sittings 
at The Hague. 
The Hague, July 26.—Tin- general act 
©mb /dying the results of the interna­ 
tional peace conference, after enumer­ 
ating the names and qualifications of all 
the delegates, says: 
“ In a series of 
meetings in whish the above delegates 
participated, inspired throughout by tha 
desire to realise in the highest possible 
measure the generous views of its au­ 
gust initiator, the conference has drawn 
up for the approval of the respective 
governments the series of conventions 
and declarations appended: 
“Convention for the pacific settle-1 
m eat of international disputes. 
Convention concerning the laws and 
customs of war on land. 
“Convention for the adoption of laws 
against the use of asphyxiating or dele­ 
terious gases from balloon projectiles, 
and fear the prohibition (rf the use of 
bullets that easily expand in the human 
body.” 
The general acta contain five ex pres- 
tions of opinion, as follows: 
The conference consider* that lim­ 
itations of the military altar gee which at 
present oppress the world ara greatly to 
be desired for the increase of the mate­ 
rial and moral welfare of mankind. 
*The conference expresses the opin­ 
ion that the question of the rights and 
duties o f neutrals should be inscribed on 
the programme of a conference to be 
held at an early date. 
“ The conference expresses the opinion 
that questions relative to the type aud 
caliber of rifle* and naval artillery, as 
examined by It, should be the subject of 
Mudy by tho different governments with 
a view to arriving at a uniform solution 
by a future conference. 
The conference expresses the wish 
that an early convention be called to re­ 
vise the Genova convention. 
The conference has resolved that

Major O. J. Smith of Dobbs 
Ferry, a warm friend of the great orator 
and lecturer, read other selections from 
Ingersoll’* writings, 
Early this morning the family ac­ 
companied the remains to Fresh Pond, 
L. I., where the body was cremated. 
Th© ashes were brought back to this 
place aud deposited iu an urn, which 
later will be surmounted with the bust 
of Colonel Ingersoll, to be made from 
the deathmask mode yesterday by John 
Gray Bernard, the New' York sculptor. 
The <mly music heard this afternoon 
was Siegfried’s funeral march. 
The mail yesterday brought over 800 
letters a t condolence, and telegrams 
continuo to pour in from all ports of the 
country. 
Among those received was 
one from Julia Marlowe, the actress, 
now in London. 
Another long one was 
from Rev. R. UL Pullman, who was a 
personal friend of Colonel Ingersoll, 
Many theatrical people sent letters of 
condolence, among them bojng a a 
I Barnaby, Augustus Thomas, Nate Salis- 
i bury aud Stuart Robson. 
Telegrams 
j were received from the Brooklyn Philo- 
; sophical association, the American Seco- 
I lax society aud kindred organizations. 
A wreath was received from the Bo­ 
hemian Free Thinkers, aud many beauti­ 
ful floral offerings filled the rooms of 
the lower part of the house. 
The funeral was private, ouly those 
w ho. were personal friends of long 
standing and representatives of societies 
that believe as did the late Colonel In- 
gersoll attended. 
Mrs. Ingersoll was so ill yesterday 
that she was confined to her bed. Mem­ 
bers a t the family said the illness was 
due to the prostration of grief and the 
ceaseless vigil that sh* kept a t the bier 
of her dead husband. 
It is not thought 
that the illness will result seriously. 
Colonel Ingersoll’s daughters, Miss 
Maud and Mrs. Walston H. Brown, are 
both on the verge of prostration. 
The 
grief stricken wife and daughters, who 
share the belief of the dead agnostic, 
begged only to be allowed to keep the 
body with them as long as possible. 
They repeatedly refused to discuss the 
final disposition of the remains, aud it 
was not until yesterday afternoon that 
they 
permitted 
Clio ton B. Farrell, 
brother-in-law aud secretary of Colonel 
Ingersoll, to complete the arrangements. 
When told yesterday afternoon that 
services would be held' today their only 
remarks wore: 
“ Bo soon? 
Cannot we 
have him with us a little longer?”

Hornell Hogan Claim - to Have Been 
the Shooting of George Saxton. 
Chicago, July 25.—Evidence which 
might have had an im portant effect in 
the trial of Mrs. Anna George of Can 
ton, O., for the murder of George Sax 
ton, brother-in-law of President McKiu 
ley, last October, came to light yester 
day in the juvenile court 
Russell 
Hogan, 15 years old, who was brought 
before the court as Richard MeKuight 
for disorderly conduct, declared that he 
had witnessed tho shooting uud had left 
home through fear of being eallod as a 
witness et the trial. 
“I was standing 
right across Lincoln avenue from Mrs. 
Alehouse’* place and saw Mr. Saxton on 
the porch, and saw Mrs. George shoot 
bim. 
I was afraid they might do some­ 
thing to me if I told what I had seen, 
so I left home aud have traveled all 
over the country since then,” said the 
boy, when assured by Judge Tuthill 
that nothing would happen to him if he 
told the truth.

July 23.-G en eral Wil­ 
son, chief of engineers, has been rooeiv 
lug reports from the engineer officers

Trieste, July 25.—A correspondent 
yesterday visited Admiral Dewey on 
board his flagship, 
The admiral said 
that although he had received many in­ 
vitations from Americans sojourning at 
Carlsbad, ho had never intended going 
there. 
“ Look at m e," said the admiral. “ Do 
I look like a rick man ? 
Do I look as if 
I required Carlsbad treatm ent? I am 
quito healthy aud. though I will be 63 
next December, I feel quito young in 
health aud spirits, mid from my humor 
you will notice that what I tell you is 
quito correct. 
I came to Trieste solely 
to recruit the health of my crew, they 
having passed 17 months in the tropics 
without a break.
